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CONSTITUTION: 


1. Name.—The name of the Organization shall be, ‘The 
Bread and Beef House.” 

2. Object.—The design of this Organization is to develope 
a systematic agency of relief for the poor resident within the 
district bounded by Forty-second and Fifty-ninth Streets, Fifth 
Avenue and the North River, subject to such limitation as may 
hereafter be laid down, and to stimulate and guide effort looking 
to the general amelioration and uplifting of the condition of the 
poor around us. 

3. Membership.—Any person may become a member of this 
Organization by the contribution of not less than five dollars per 
annum. 

4, Officers.—There shall be a President, a Vice-President, a 
Secretary and Treasurer of this Organization, to be elected at the 
annual meeting to serve for one year, performing the duties usual 
to such offices as may hereafter be prescribed. 

5. Executive Committee.—The work of this Organization 
shall be managed by an Executive Committee, consisting of not 
less than twelve nor more than twenty members, to be elected at 
the annual meeting, or at any regular meeting thereafter, by a 
majority of those present; in case of a vacancy by death, resigna- 
tion, expulsion or failure to elect at the annual meeting up to the 
maximum number. 

6. Meetings.—There shall be an annual meeting of this 
organization on the first Monday in November, and Special meet- 
ings may be called by the President on a weeks notice. 

7. Amendments.—The Executive Committee may at any. 
time amend the Constitution; provided that at the meeting a 
majority of the whole number of the Executive Committee be 
present, and that the unanimous consent of all present be given ; 
or provided that in the failure to obtain such consent, the pro- 
posed amendment be laid over till the next meeting, be specified 
in the call for that meeting, and receive at that meeting the 
consent of a majority of the whole number of the Executive 
Committee. 











Weport of the Erecutibe Committee, 
New Yorxr, November 6, 1876. 


“Tur Bread and Beef House” is an organization strictly 
non-sectarian and non-parochial, instituted some years since by 
residents of the upper part of this city, solely for the purpose of 
relieving the distress of the deserving poor to as great an extent as 
its means would allow. 

It is not a “Soup House.” It does not foster ‘“Pauperism,” 
but discriminates closely between the worthy and unworthy. A 
record is kept of each beneficiary, who is visited in person, and 
respecting whom full enquiry is made before and while aid is 
extended. With the exception of fifteen dollars per month paid 
to an experienced visitor, there are no expenses connected with its 
distribution of aid. 

The Constitution, herewith presented, fully explains the 
design of the organization, and the annexed reports of the work ae- 
complished during the past year are sufficient of themselves to claim 
support from the charitably disposed, as we believe they show, 
in proportion to the sum expended, an amount of good accom- 
plished never before approached by any similar Society. 

A hard winter is before us—thousands, capable and willing, 
will be unable to obtain sufficient work to keep their families 
from suffering—to alleviate this distress we ask the co-operation 
of all to whom this work commends itself. 

We are greatly indebted to “ The Anthon Memorial Church ” 
for the use of the basement of their building as a “headquarters” for 
the giving out of supplies as well as for a Dispensary. This Dis- 
pensary has been a very benificent branch of our work, under the 
voluntary charge of Dr. H. Amelia Wright, 359 West 34th 
Street, to whose report we call particular attention. 

We have partially supported nine thousand and _ ninety-six 
persons. 

Have given out twelve hundred and thirty-one garments.

The increasing attendance at the Dispensary of ‘The 
Bread and Beef House” evinces the necessity which existed for 
aid of this character to the destitute sick. The Dispensary 
which has been in operation since February, 1876 only (although 

- dispensary work had been consumed some months prior to that 
time) shows a record of

Three deaths have occurred, Cause, 

Case Ist. Phthisis pulmonalis, patient a widow, age 31 years.

Case 3d. Oeduna pulmonum, sequale of Scarletina, patient 
3 years of age. 

Three cases accouchment have been attended. 

In the month of September, in view of the increasing attend- 
ance, permission was obtained from the Rector of the Anthon 
Memorial Church to open the Dispensary daily, in place of three 
times a week as formerly, and the services of Dr. Sarah J. White, 
of 128 West 45th St., who volunteered, accepted. 

Several patients have been sent to the Hospital on Ward’s 
Island and to the Opthalmic Hospital, 23d St. and Third Ave.
